Council talked about bond* at the 
regular meeting Tuesday evening.Tbe 
question of whether the banks t^lrlpg 
the S28.500 pavlnit bonds should pay 
the accrued interest was discussed IB 
its every phase. A motion wasnnallj 
passed instiucting the local banks to 
prepare the bonds. 
Mr. Powelsoa opened the ball by 
saying that he understood the resolu- 
tion, offering the bonds that had been 
refused by Seasongood & Meyer to the 
banks, provided for the payment to 
the city of the accrued interest. 
He 
had asked Solicitor McDowell about 
it. and chanced to speak to Judge 
Hunt who represented rhe Commer- 
cial. He said accrued interest was 
not included In the offer of the *>anks 
to take the bonds. 
He mentioned 
the matter to a number of council- 
men and they all understood accrued 
interest to be a part of the bid. This 
interest amounted to about t215 and 
to his mind it was a question whether 
council was selling bonds or buying 
some one to take them. He did not 
think it was fair to council to omit in 
the oiler to take the bonds the state- 
ment that the banks did not intend to 
pay the accrued interest. He appre- 
ciated that the banks had come to the 
rescue of the city but they had done 
it voluntarily. He thought council 
should dispose of the bonds legally, 
that is, at par. which means 928,500 
and $215 accrued interest. Other- 
wise council was taking $215 out of 
the pockets of the tax payers. 
Cashier Montgomery, of the Coshoc- 
ton National, represented the banks. 
He said he had attended many bond 
sales, and he did not -want council to 
have the idea that it was favoring the 
banks by selling them the bonds. 
Their proposition meant just what it 
said. Solicitor McDowell had made 
the proposition that the Coshocton 
National and the Commercial each 
take half of the issue, and they did it 
to accommodate the city .with the un- 
derstanding the bonds were to be 
taxen at par. -

Mr. Powelson replied that he had 
also attended many bond sales,, and to 
his mind it was simply a queSiior; of

Solicitor McDowell said he could 
speak for the (.Vitumerclal and the 
banks here would not pay accrued in- 
terest.

Mr. Shaw said Seasongood & Meyer 
had also declined to take the Wells- 
viile bonds. Mr. Montgomery suggest- 
ed that in future council incorporate 
in its specifications that buyers be sat- 
isfied of the legality of bonds before 
closing the deal. 
The matter took another turn when 
Solicitor McDowell at this point read 
letter from the attorneys of Season- 
od & Meyer in wnicb they said they 


could not afford to lose the 81,000 
aranteeing their bid and the city 


could not afford to test it in the 
conrts. The solicitor said he had 
written them to come here and test it. 


Mr. Powelson thought it advisable 


for Seasongood & Meyer to come to 
Coshocton and settle the matter. 
Mr. Johnson recalled that a motion 
bad Ijeen passed at the last meeting 
providing for the sale of bonds to the 
banks, and if it was rescinded where 
would council find a buyer. There 
was no question as to what the word 
oar means. Mr. Powelson maintained 
that it meant the face value and in 
this case should mean accrued inter- 
est.

Mr. Carr bad been in failing health 
for several months, but his death was 
not expected. Last week he suffered 
severely from heart trouble, and be 
never rallied. 
Mrs. Carr was Miss Mary Crouch 
and survives him. The other mem- 
bers of the family are Miss Weltba 
Carr, of the Coshocton water depart- 
ment, Miss Belie, Miss Bertha. Mrs. 
Richard Heck. W. M. Carr and Mrs. 
Birch, of Newark. 


Mr. Carr was a Democrat in politics, 
and bis party twice elected h:m sheriff 
uf Cosnecton county. He later filled 
many minor offices in his township, 
and only last spring resigned the po 
sition of justice of the peace to which 
he had been elected three times. 
Mr. Carr was well known through- 
out the county as an honest man 
whose dealings with all were guided 
by bis high conception of personal 
honor.
